None of the prior art was found to teach or sufficiently suggest a flexible resin 
composition consisting of: 

a syndiotactic polystyrene, 

an ethylene-octene elastomer, 

a hydrogenated styrene-butadiene block copolymer, 

a phosphate ester fire retardant, 
a poly(arylene ether), and 

one on additives recited in claim 1 .

wherein tlie poly(arylene etiier) represents 10 to 50 parts by weight, based on 100 parts 
by weight of these components, or the styrene content of the hydrogenated styrene- 
butadiene block copolymer is greater than or equal to 50% by weight, based on the total 
weight of the hydrogenated styrene-butadiene block copolymer. 
Thus, claims 1-4, 6-9, 12-17 and 19-26 are allowed
